The tax due for 
an entertainment shall be paid into the Panchayat Office before 
12 Noon on the next working day . 

5. (a ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the bye 
law No. 4 above, the Panchayat may compound the tax payable 
in respect of any entertainment, for a consolidated payment 
under Section 4 of the Act : 

Provided, the consolidated payment shall be paid in such 
instalments as may be decided by the Panchayat. 

( b ) Ordinarily the tax may be compounded for a period 
of three months at a time for amounts which shall not be less 
than 75 % of the probable estimate of tax payable under 
tion 3 of the Act . 

(c ) Any Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment, the 
tax in respect of which is compounded as said above, shall fur 
nish to the Panchayat either a weekly or a monthly return as 
decided by the Panchayat showing ( separately for each class 
of payments ) the gross sum received by him on account of pay . 
ments for admission to the entertainment. 

6. The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment or 
series of entertainments shall, not less than three days before 
the commencement of the entertainment or the first of a series

1. name and address of the Proprietor ;

Provided the application for permission to hold an enter 
tainment shall be liable to be summarily rejected , if the parti 
culars required by bye-law No. 6 are not duly and properly 
furnished . The Panchayat may grant permission in other 
cases, subject to such conditions and restrictions as the 
Panchayat may think necessary. 

7. Every permission granted under the above bye- law 
shall specify the period for which and the restrictions, subject 
to which and conditions, subject to which the permission is 
granted and shall be signed by the Executive Authority . 

8. (a ) The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment 
shall in the case of entertainment for which admission will be 
by tickets, produce all tickets for admission before the Exe 
cutive Authority, not less than 24 hours before the commence 
ment of the entertainment along with a statement showing the 
numbers of tickets under the different classes, the rate of pay 
ment for admission in each class and the particulars of compli 
mentary tickets or free passes proposed to be issued . 

(b ) The complimentary tickets or free passes shall not 
exceed 5 % of the seating capacity of the respective classes . 

9. ( a ) The Executive Authority shall return the tickets 
duly scaled or stamped and shall make arrangements for the 
collection and remittance of the tax . All directions which the 
Executive Authority may issue in this behalf shall be followed 
and complied with by the Proprietors of the Entertainment. 

(b ) In case separate stamps or labels denoting tax are 
decided to be issued , the Executive Authority shall arrange for 
selling the stamps or labels to the Proprietor or Manager on 
payment of the full price thereof. In any case tickets not 
bearing the Panchayat seals or stamps or label shall not be 
issued for admission to any entertainment by its Proprietor. 

10. The Proprietor shall furnish cash security as may be 
decided by the Panchayat to ensure the due and prompt pay, 
ment of the tax and the security so furnished shall be refunded 
to him on remittance of the tax in full or adjusted towards the 
final payment of the tax if he so chooses. 

11. No Proprietor shall , when once the tax has been 
compounded under Section 4 of the Act alter the rate of admis 
sion to the different classes of seats and such other particulars 
previously furnished to the Executive Authority without the 
previous sanction of the Panchayat, 

12. No entertainment shall be held between 2 a . m . and 
6 a . m . without the previous sanction of the Panchayat. 
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13. (a ) The Proprietor shall make necessary arrangement3 
for keeping or producing on demand coumtcrfoils of tickets and 
other documents as directed by the Executive Authority. 

(b ) The Proprietor shall keep a register, of payments 
for admission , the tax collected , remitted , in the form prescribed 
for the purpose, if so required, by the Executive Authority . 

14. The Executive Authority or any person authorised by 
the Panchayat shall enter any place of entertainment, when 
the entertainment is proceeding and in any place ordinarily 
2.sed as a place of entertainment at any reasonable time to 
check the tickets for admission or the accounts thereof, and 
see whether the provisions of the Act, Rules or Bye -laws are 
strictly followed. 

15. Breach of any of the above bye -laws shall be punish 
able with fine which may extend to Rs. 50 (afty ) and in case 
of continuing breach wit fine which may extend to Rs. 10 
( fifteen ) for every day during which the breach continues 
after conviction for the first breach .

15. Breach of any of the above Bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to Rs. 50 ( fifty ) and 
in case of continuing breach with fine which may extend to 
Rs. 15 ( fifteen ) for every day during which the breach 
continues after conviction for the first breach .

THE CODE OF CRIMINAL PROCEDURE 
(AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1958 

No. 2 OF 1958 
PROMULGATED BY THE PRESIDENT IN THE NINTH YEAR OF THE 

REPUBLIC OF INDIA 
An Ordinance further to amend the Code of Criminal Procedure, 

1898 . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for 
him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Ordinance may 
be called the Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment ) 
Ordinance, 1958. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Temporary amendment of Act 5 of 1898. — During the 
period of operation of this Ordinance, the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1898, shall have effect as if after section 105, the 
following section had been inserted , namely : 

Special rules regarding execution of certain processes 
issued by courts in Jammu and Kashmir in the rest of India 
and vice versa .- " 105A . ( 1 ) Where a court in the terri 
tories to which this Code extends (hereinafter in this 
section referred to as the said territories) desires that 

(a ) a summons to any person requiring him to attend 
and produce a document or other thing , or to produce it, 
or 

( b ) a search warrant, 
issued by it shall be served or executed at any place within 
the local limits of the jurisdiction of a court in the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir , it may send such summons or 
warrant in duplicate by post or otherwise to the presiding 

officer of that court to be served or executed . 
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(2 ) Where a court in the said territories has received 
for service or execution 

( a ) a summons to any person requiring him to attend 
and produce a document or other thing , or to produce it , 
or 

(b ) a search warrant, 
issued by a court in the State of Jammu and Kashmir, it 
shall cause the same to be served or executed as if it were 
a summons or warrant received by it from another court 
in the said territories for service or execution within the 
local liinits of its jurisdiction ; and where any such search 
warrant has been so executed , the things found in the 
search shall, so far as possible, be dealt with in accordance 
with the procedure prescribed by section 99." .

THE WORKING JOURNALISTS (FIXATION OF RATES 
OF WAGES ) ORDINANCE , 1958 

No. 3 OF 1958 . 


PROMULGATED BY THE PRESIDENT IN THE NINTH YEAR OF THE 

REPUBLIC OF INDIA 
An Ordinance to provide for the fixation of rates of wages in 

respect of working journalists and for matters connected 
therewith . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance 
may be called the Working Journalists (Fixation of Rates of 
Wages) Ordinance, 1958 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. In this Ordinance, unless the context other 
wise requires, 

( a ) " Committee" means the Committee constituted 
under section 3 ; 

( b ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Ordinance; 

( c ) " Wage Board " means the Wage Board constituted 
under the Working Journalists Act by Notification No. SRO . 
1075 of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, 
dated the 2nd May, 1956 ; 

(d ) “ Wage Board decision " means the decisions of the 
Wage Board published in the Gazette of India Extraordi 
nary, Part II, Section 3, dated the 11th May , 1957; 

( e ) “ wages" means wages as defined in the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 ( 14 of 1947) ; 
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(f) “ Working Journalists Act” means the Working 
Journalists ( Conditions of Service ) and Miscellaneous Pro 

visions Act, 1955 (45 of 1955 ) . 
3. Constitution of Committee:-(1 ) For the purpose of 
enabling the Central Government to fix rates of wages in res 
pect of working journalists in the light of the Judgment of the 
Supreme Court, dated the 19th day of March , 1958 , relating to 
the Wage Board decision , and in the light of all other relevant 
circumstances, the Central Government shall , as soon as may 
be after the commencement of this Ordinance , by notification 
in the Official Gazette, constitute a Committee consisting of the 
following persons, namely : 

( i) an officer of the Ministry of Law not below the rank 
of Joint Secretary, nominated by the Central Government, 
who shall be the Chairman of the Committee , 

(ii) three persons nominated by the Central Govern 
ment from among the officers of each of the Ministries of 
Home Affairs, Labour and Employment and Information 
and Broadcasting, 

( iii) a chartered accountant nominated by the Central 
Government. 

(2 ) The Central Government may appoint a Secretary 
to the Committee for the performance of such functions as 
the Committee or the Chairman thereof may assign to him , and 
may also provide the Committee with such other staff as may be 
necessary. 

4. Functions of Committee.- ( 1 ) The Committee shall, by 
notice published in such manner, as it thinks fit , call upon news 
paper establishments and working journalists and other persons 
interested in the Wage Board decision to make such representa 
tions as they may think fit as respects the Wage Board decision 
and the rates of wages which may be fixed under this Ordinance 
in respect of working journalists . 

(2 ) Every such representation shall be in writing and 
shall be made within such period not exceeding thirty days, as 
the Committee may specify in the notice , and shall state- . 

(a ) the specific grounds of objection , if any, to the Wage 
Board decision , 

(b ) the rates of wages which , in the opinion of the 
person making the representation , would be reasonable, 
having regard to the capacity of the employer to pay the 
same or to any other circumstance , whichever may seem 
relevant to the person making the representation in rela 
tion to his representation , 

(c ) the alterations or modifications, if any, which , in the 
opinion of the person making the representation , should be 
made in the Wage Board decision and the reasons therefor . 

( 3 ) The Committee shall take into account the representa 
tions aforesaid, if any, and after examining the materials 
placed before the Wage Board and such further materials as 
have since been made available to it under this Ordinance, 
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make such recommendations, as it thinks fit, to the Central 
Government for the fixation of rates of wages in respect of 
working journalists, whether by way of modification or other 
wise, of the Wage Board decision ; and any such recommenda 
tion may specify, whether prospectively or retrospectively the 
date from which the rates of wages should take effect. 

(4 ) In making any recommendations to the Central 
Government, the Committee shall have regard to all the matters 
set out in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 9 of the Working Journa 
lists Act . 

( 5 ) The Committee may, if it thinks fit, take up for con 
sideration separately groups or classes of newspaper establish 
ments, whether on the basis of regional classification or on 
any other basis, and make recommendations from time to time 
in regard to each such group or class . 

5. Powers of Committee.- ( 1 ) Subject to the provisions con 
tained in sub- section ( 2 ) , the Committee may exercise all or 
any of the powers which an industrial tribunal, constituted 
under the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 (14 of 1947 ) , exercises 
for the purpose of adjudicating an industrial dispute referred 
to it and shall, subject to the provisions contained in this Act 
and the rules, if any, made thereunder, have power to regulate 
its own procedure. 

( 2 ) Any representations made to the Committee and any 
documents furnished to it by way of evidence, shall be open to 
inspection on payment of such fee as may be prescribed , by any 
person interested in the matter . 

( 3) If in the course of any inquiry it appears to the Com 
mittee that it is necessary to examine any accounts or docu 
ments or obtain any statements from any person , the Com 
mittee may authorise any officer of the Central Government 

(hereinafter referred to as " the authorised officer " ) in that 
behalf ; and the authorised officer shall, subject to the directions 
of the Committee , if any, examine the accounts or documents or 
obtain the statements from the person . 

(4 ) The authorised officer may, subject to the directions 
of the Committee, if any, exercise all or any of the powers which 
an industrial tribunal may exercise under sub - section 
or sub - section ( 3 ) of section 11 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 ( 14 of 1947 ) . 

(5 ) The authorised officer shall be deemed to be a public 
servant within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal 
Code (45 of 1860 ) . 

6. Power of Central Government to enforce recommenda 
tions of Committee .- ( 1 ) As soon as may be, after the receipt 
of the recommendations of the Committee, the Central Govern 
ment shall make an order in terms of the recommendations or 
subject to such modifications, if any, as it thinks fit, being 
modifications which , in the opinion of the Central Government, 
do not effect important alterations in the character of the 
recommendations. 


(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section 
( 1) , the Central Government may , if it thinks fit , 

( a ) make such modifications in the recommendations 
not being modifications of the nature referred to in sub 
section ( 1 ) , as it thinks fit : 

Provided that before making any such modifications, the 
Central Government shall cause notice to be given to all 
persons likely to be affected thereby in such manner as 
may be prescribed , and shall take into account any repres 
entations which they maymake in this behalf in writing, or 

( b ) refer the recommendations or any part thereof to 
the Committee, in which case the Central Government shall 
consider its further recommendations and make an order 
either in terms of the recommendations or with such modi. 
fications as are referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) Every order made by the Central Government shall be 
published in the Official Gazette together with the recommenda 
tions of the Committee relating to the order, and the order shall 
come into operation on the date of publication or on such date, 
whether prospectively or retrospectively, as may be specified 
in the order. 

7. Order of CentralGovernment to be binding on all persons 
concerned . – Subject to the other provisions contained in 
section 10 , the order of the Central Government on its publi 
cation in the Official Gazette shall be binding on all employers 
and working journalists in relation to whom the order has been 
made; and every working journalist shall be entitled to claim 
wages at a rate which shall , in no case, be less than the rate 
of wages specified in the order . 

8. Review of order of Central Government. The Central 
Government may , at any time after the expiry of three years 
from the date of the order passed by it under this Ordinance, 
if it is of opinion that circumstances require that the rates of 
wages specified in the order should be revised , constitute a 
Wage Board as provided in section 8 of the Working Journa 
lists Act, and where a Wage Board is so constituted , the provi 
sions of the Working Journalists Act shall apply thereto. 

9. Recovery of moneys due to working journalists. - Any 
money due to a working journalit under any order of the 
Central Government made under this Ordinance , may be re 
covered in the same manner as money due under the Working 
Journalists Act may be recovered under section 17 of that Act. 

10. Effect of Ordinance over Working Journalists Act, 
etc. (1) Sections 8, 10, 11, 12 and 13 of the Working Journa 
lists Act shall have no effect in relation to the Committee. 

( 2 ) The provisions of this Ordinance shall have effect not 
withstanding anything inconsistent therewith in the terms of 
any award, agreement or contract of service , whether made 
before or after the commencement of this Ordinance : 

Provided that where under any such award, agreement, 
contract of service or otherwise , a working journalist is entitled 
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to benefits in respect of any matter which are more favourable 
to him than those to which he would be entitled under this 
Ordinance, the working journalist shall continue to be entitled 
to the more favourable benefits in respect of that matter, not 
withstanding that he receives benefits in respect of other 
matters under this Ordinance. 

( 3 ) Nothing contained in this Ordinance shall be con 
strued to preclude any working journalist from entering into 
any agreement with an employer for granting him rights or 
privileges in respect of any matter which are more favourable 
to him than those to which he would be entitled under this 
Ordinance. 

11. Vacancies , etc., not to invalidate proceedings of Com 
mittee.- No Act or proceeding of the Committee shall be invalid 
merely by reason of the existence of any vacancy among its 
members or ny defect in the constitution thereof. 

12. Power to make rules. ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this Ordinance. 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may provide for 

( a ) the manner in which notices under this Ordinance 
may be published ; 

(b ) the procedure to be followed by the Committee in 
the exercise of its powers under this Ordinance ; 

( c ) the fees to be paid for inspection of documents 
furnished to the Committee .

THE SUGAR EXPORT PROMOTION ORDINANCE , 1958 . 

No. 5 OF 1958 . 
Promulgated by the President in the Ninth Year of the 

Republic of India . 
An Ordinance to provide for the export of sugar in the public 

interest and for the levy and collection in certain circum 
stances of an additional duty of excise on sugar produced 
in India . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President 
is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : - 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Ordi 
nance may be called the Sugar Export Promotion Ordinance, 
1958. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. In this Ordinance, unless the context 
otherwise requires - 

(a ) " export" means taking out of India by sea , land 
or air ; 

(b ) " export agency means any such agency as may be 
specified in this behalf under section 3 , and when no such 
agency has been so specified , the Central Government ; 

( c ) " export quota" means the export quota referred 
to in section 5 ; 

(d ) “ factory ” means any premises (including the pre 
cincts thereof ) wherein sugar is being produced by the 
vacuum pan process ; 
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( e ) " owner" 

(i) with reference to any factory the possession of 
which has been transferred by lease, mortgage or other 
wise, means the transferee so long as 

his right to 
possession subsists, 

(ii) with reference to any factory for which an agent, 
by whatever name called , is employed , means the agent 
if, and in so faras, he has been duly authorised by 
the owner in that behalf, and 

(iii ) with reference to any factory the management 
of which has been taken over by any person or body 
of persons under the Industries 

(Development and 
Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951 ), means that person 
or body of persons; 

(f) " sugar " means any form of sugar containing more 
than ninety per cent of sucrose ; 

(g ) " year" means the year beginning on the first day of 
May. 
3. Export agency.- ( 1 ) For the purposes of this Ordinance, 
the Central Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette, specify as an export agency any company within the 
meaning of the Companies Act, 1956 ( I of 1956 ) , or any body 
of persons established or recognised as a body corporate by 
or under any other law for the time being in force. 

( 2 ) Where any such company or other body corporate has 
been specified as an export agency , it shall be lawful for such 
agency to perform all or any of the functions of an export 
agency under this Ordinance, notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in the memorandum or articles of associa 
tion of the company or, as the case may be, the law applicable 
thereto . 

4. Fixation of quantity of sugar for purposes of export.- , 
(1 ) The Central Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette fix from time to time the quantity of sugar which 
may be exported during any period , and, in fixing such quantity, 
the Central Government shall have regard to 

(a ) the quantity of sugar available in India . 

(b ) the quantity of sugar which , in its opinion , would 
be reasonably required for consumption in India . 

(c ) the necessity for exporting sugar with a view to 
earning foreign exchange in the public interest. 

( 2 ) The power conferred by sub -section ( 1 ) shall be 
so exercised as to ensure that the quantity fixed under that 
sub-section for any year does not exceed in the aggregate fif 
teen per cent of the quantity of sugar produced in India in the 
season ending with the month of October falling within that 
year. 

5. Export quotas for factories. The Central Government 
shall, by order in writing, apportion the quantity of sugar fixed 
from time to time for purposes of export under section 4 among 
the owners in proportion to the quantity of sugar produced , or 


likely to be produced , by them respectively during the season 
referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 4 , and such order 
shall be communicated to each of the owners, and the quantity 
so apportioned shall be deemed to be the export quota for the 
factory of that owner. 

6. Liability of owner to deliver esport quota to export 
agency .- (1 ) Every owner shall, on demand by the export 
agency , deliver to it from time to time sugar produced in his 
factory in such quantities (not exceeding in the aggregate his 
export quota fixed for the factory or group of factories, as the 
case may be ) of such grade, in such manner, within such time 
and at such place , as may be specified by the export agency 
in this behalf . 

( 2 ) When sugar has been delivered by an owner in accord 
ance with the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ), the owner shall 
retain no rights in respect of such sugar except his right to 
receive payment therefor under section 9. 

7. Levy of additional excise duty on sugar.- (1 ) Where 
sugar delivered by any owner falls short of the export quota 
fixed for it by any quantity ( hereinafter referred to as the 
said quantity ) , there shall be levied and collected on so much 
of the sugar despatched from the factory for consumption in 
India as is equal to the said quantity , a duty of excise at the 
rate of seventeen rupees per maund . 

( 2 ) The duty of excise referred to in sub-section ( 1 ) shall 
be in addition to the duty of excise chargeable on sugar under 
any other law for the time being in force, and shall be paid 
by the owner to such authority as may be specified in the 
notice demanding the payment of duty and within such period 
not exceeding ninety days as may be specified in such notice . 

( 3 ) If any such owner does not pay the whole or any part 
of the duty payable by him within the period referred to in 
sub -section ( 2 ) , he shall be liable to pay in respect of every 
period of thirty days or part thereof during which the default 
continues a penalty which may extend to ten per cent of the 
duty outstanding from time to time, the penalty being adjudged 
in the same manner as the penalty to which a person is liable 
under the rules made under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 ( I of 1944 ) , is adjudged . 

(4 ) The provisions of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 ( I of 1944 ) , and the rules made thereunder, including 
those relating to refunds and exemptions from duty, shall so 
far as may be, apply in relation to the levy and collection of 
the duty of excise or any other sum referred to in this section 
as they apply in relation to the levy and collection of the duty 
on sugar or other sums of money payable to the Central Gov 
ernment under that Act or the rules made thereunder. 

8. Sale by export agency of sugar delivered.- ( 1 ) The 
export agency shall take alí practical measures to export 
sugar delivered to it under this Ordinance : 


Provided that, if the., export agency is of opinion that 
having regard to the quality of the sugar delivered to it by any 
owner, or to the expenses involved in transporting the sugar 
from one place to another, or to the delay likely to be involved 
in exporting it , or to the conditions prevailing in the markets 
for sugar , whether in or out of India, or to any other relevant 
circumstance, it is expedient so to do, the export agency may 
sell the whole or any part of the sugar in India and may, if it 
thinks fit , purchase such quantity of sugar as it may consider 
necessary for export at the appropriate time. 

(2 ) For the purposes of sub -section (1 ), the export agency 
may itself sell sugar or permit the owner to sell the whole 
or any part of the export quota in his custody at a price 
approved by it on condition that the sale-proceeds are payable 
to it. 

9. Payments to owners in respect of sugar delivered .- ( 1) 
The export agency shall, at such time as it thinks fit, make 
to the owners who have delivered sugar to it under this 
Ordinance , payments determined in accordance with the pro 
visions hereinafter in this section contained . 

( 2 ) From the total sale-proceeds in respect of the quantity 
fixed for export under section 4 for any year, there shall be 
deducted the total expenditure incurred by the export agency 
in respect of the sugar, whether by way of administrative 
expenses or otherwise , and the balance shall be apportioned 
among the owners in proportion to the quantity of sugar deli. 
yered by them respectively during that year. 

( 3 ) In making any distribution under this section , the 
export agency shall make such adjustments as may be neces 
sary having regard to the grade of sugar delivered by any 
owner , the adjustments being made on the basis of sugar of 
ISS - E -29 grade and with reference to the price differential 
schedule for different grades of sugar which the Central Gov 
ernment may, by notification in the Official Gazette , publish 
in this behalf. 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section 
and subject to the rules which may be made in this behalf, the 
export agency may make on account payments to owners 
against documents of delivery of sugar furnished by them , 
and such payments shall be adjusted at the time of final pay. 
ment. 

10. Power of Central Government to give directions .--- The 
export agency specified under section 3 shall be bound , in the 
discharge of its functions under this Ordinance, by such 
general or special directions as the Central Government may 
give to it in writing . 

11. Delegation of powers. - The Central Government may. 
by notification in the Official Gazette, direct, that any power 
conferred on it by this Ordinance shall, subject to such condi 
tions, if any , as may be specified in the notification , be exer 
cisable also by such officer or authority subordinate to the 
Central Government as may be specified in the notification , 
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12. Protection of action taken under Ordinance. — No suit, 
prosecution or other legal proceedings shall lie against the 
export agency or the Central Government or any of its officers 
for or in respect of anything which is in good faith done or 
intended to be done in pursuance of this Ordinance or any rule 
or order made thereunder . 

13. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules for 
carrying out the purposes of this Ordinance, 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any 
of the following matters, namely : 

( a ) the submission by owners to such authority as may 
be specified in this behalf , of returns or reports or other 
information relating to the manufacture, sale , despatch , 
stocks and prices of sugar ; 

(b ) the manner in which the accounts of the export 
agency may be maintained and audited ; 

(c ) the inspection of records and registers of factories 
and the export agency ; 

(d ) the making of payments by the export agency to 
owners ; 

( e ) any other matter which is to be or may be pres 
cribed under this Ordinance . 

( 3 ) In making a rule under this section , the Central Gov 
ernment may direct that a breach thereof shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees.

No. 6 of 1958 
PROMULGATED BY THE PRESIDENT IN THE NINTH YEAR OF THE 

REPUBLIC OF INDIA 
An Ordinance to provide for the levy and collection of addi 

tional duties of excise and customs on certain mineral oils . 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
( 1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Ordinance may 
be called the Mineral Oils Additional Duties of Excise and 
Customs ) Ordinance , 1958. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
twentieth day of May, 1958 . 
2. Definitions. In this Ordinance, " kerosene" , 

"motor 
spirit" , " refined diesel oils and vaporizing oil" and " diesel oil, 
not otherwise specified " and furnace oil" shall have the mean 
ings respectively assigned to them in Items Nos . 1, 4, 24 and 
25 of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 ( I of 1944 ) . 

3. Levy and collection of additional duties of excise on 
certain mineral oils.- ( 1 ) There shall be levied and collected 
in respect of the goods mentioned in column 1 of the 
Table hereunder duties of excise at such rates not exceeding 
those specified in relation thereto in column 2 of the said

( 2 ) The duties of excise referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) in 
respect of the goods specified therein shall be in addition to 
the duties of excise chargeable on such goods under the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944, (I of 1944 ) or any other law for 
the time being in force. 

( 3 ) The provisions of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 ( I of 1944) , and the rules thereunder, including those 
relating to refunds and exemptions from duty, shall, so far 
as may be, apply in relation to the levy and collection of the 
additional duties of excise referred to in this section as they 
apply in relation to the levy and collection of the duties of excise 
in respect of the goods specified in sub-section ( 1 ) . 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section , 
the Central Government may, having regard to the admini 
strative or other difficulties, if any, which may arise in relation 
to the levy and collection of all or any of the additional duties 
of excise under this Ordinance for any period commencing on 
the 20th day of May, 1958 , and ending on the 29th day of June, 
1958, assess the additional duties of excise payable by any per . 
son under this Ordinance to be such sum as to the Central 
Government appears proper in the circumstances. 
4. Amendment of Act 32 of 1934.- For 

long as an addi 
tional duty of excise is levied and collected under this Ordi 
nance in respect of kerosene, the entry in the fourth column 
relating to sub- item (a ) of Item No. 27 (4 ) of the First 
Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934 ), shall 
have effect as if the words, brackets and figures plus the 
excise duty for the time being leviable under the Mineral Oils 
( Additional Duties of Excise and Customs) Ordinance , 1958, 
on like articles if produced or manufactured in India " had been 
added thereto . 

5. Additional duties of excise and customs not to be added 
to price of goods for sale . - Notwithstanding anything con 
tained is section 64A of the Indian Sale of Goods Act, 1930 
(3 of 1930 ) , or in any other law for the time being in force, 


or in any contract or agreement, no consumer purchasing any 
of the goods referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3, shail 
be liable to pay or be sued for, or in respect of, 

( a ) the whole or any part of the additional duties of 
excise leviable under this Ordinance, or 

(b ) the whole or any part of the additional duties of 
customs leviable under section 4 or under the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934 (32 of 1934 ) , to the extent to which such 

duties have become leviable by reason of this Ordinance , 
as part of the price payable by him in respect of the goods so 
purchased . 

Explanation . In this section , " consumer " shall not 
include any person in principal charge of the distribution in 
India of any of the goods referred to in sub-section ( 1) of 
section 3 .

THE MINES AND MINERALS (REGULATION AND 

DEVELOPMENT) ACT, 1957 
(No. 67 of 1957) 

28th December 1957. 
An Act to provide for the regulation of mines and the 
development of minerals under the control of the Union . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eighth Year of the Re 
public of India as follows: 

Preliminary 
1. Short title, extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and Deve 
lopment ) Act , 1957 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2 . Declaration as to expediency of Union control. It is 
hereby declared that it is expedient in the public interest that 
the Union should take under its control the regulation of mines 
and the development of minerals to the extent hereinafter 
provided . 

3. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 

(a ) "minerals " includes all minerals except mineral oils ; 
( b ) "mineral oils ” includes natural gas and petroleum ; 

(c ) " mining lease" means a lease granted for the pur 
pose of undertaking mining operations, and includes 
sub -lease granted for such purpose ; 

( d ) " mining operations ” means any operations under 
taken for the purpose of winning any mineral; 

( e ) " minor minerals" means building stones, gravel, 
ordinary clay, ordinary sand other than sand used for 
prescribed purposes, and any other mineral which the 
Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, declare to be a minor mineral; 

( f) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act ; 

( g ) " prospecting licence " means a licence granted for 
the purpose of undertaking prospecting operations :

( h ) " prospecting operations" 

any operations 
undertaken for the purpose of exploring , locating or prov 
ing mineral deposits ; and 

(i) the expressions, "mine" and " owner " , 
meanings assigned to them in the Mines Act, 1952 ( 35 of 

1952.) 
General restrictions on undertaking prospecting and mining 

operations 
4. Prospecting or mining operations to be under licence or 
lease.- ( 1 ) No person shall undertake any prospecting or 
mining operations in any area , except under and in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of a prospecting licence or, as 
the case may be, a mining lease, granted under this Act and the 
rules made thereunder : 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall affect any 
prospecting or mining operations undertaken in any area in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of a prospecting 
licence or mining lease granted before the commencement of 
this Act which is in force at such commencement. 

( 2) No prospecting licence or mining lease shall be granted 
otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of this Act 
and the rules made thereunder. 

5. Restrictions on the grant of prospecting licences or min 
ing leases .- (1 ) No prospecting licence or mining lease shall 
be granted by a State Government to any person unless he 

( a ) holds a certificate of approval in the prescribed 
form from the State Government ; 

(b ) produces from the Income-tax Officer concerned an 
income-tax clearance certificate in the prescribed form ; 
and 

(c) satisfies such other conditions as may be prescribed . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -section , a per 
son shall be deemed to hold a certificate of approval notwith 
standing that at the relevant time his certificate of approval 
has expired if an application for its renewal is pending at that 
time. 
( 2 ) Except with the previous approval of 

the Central 
Government, no prospecting licence or mining lease shall be 
granted 

( a ) as respects any mineral specified in the First Sche 
dule , or 

( b ) to any person who is not an Indian national. 

Explanation . - For the purposes of this sub -section , a 
person shall be deemed to be an Indian national- 

(a) in the case of a public company as defined in the 
Companies Act, 1956 , (I of 1956 ) only if a majority of the 
directors of the company are citizens of India and not less 
than fifty-one per cent of the share capital thereof is held 
by persons who are either citizens of India or companies 
23 defined in the said Act ;

(b ) in the case of a private company as defined in the 
said Act, only if all the members of the company are 
citizens of India ; 

( c ) in the case of a firm or other association of indivi 
duals , only if all the partners of the firm or members of 
the association are citizens of India ; and 

( d ) in the case of an individual, only if he is a citizen 
of India . 
6. Maximum area for which a prospecting licence or mining 
lease may be granted .- ( 1 ) No person shall acquire in any 
one State in respect of any mineral or prescribed group of 
associated minerals 

(a ) one or more prospecting licences covering a total 
area of more than fifty square miles ; or 

(b ) one or more mining leases covering a total area of 
more than ten square miles : 

Provided that if the Central Government is of opinion that 
in the interests of mineral development it is necessary so to 
do, it may, for reasons to be recorded, permit any person to 
acquire one or more prospecting licences or mining leases 
covering an area in excess of the aforesaid maximum . 

(2 ) For the purposes of this section , a person acquiring 
by, or in the name of, another person a prospecting licence or 
mining lease which is intended for himself shall be deemed to 
be acquiring it himself. 

7 . Periods for which prospecting licences may be granted 
or renewed .- ( 1) The period for which a prospecting licence 
may be granted shall not 

( a ) in the case of mica , exceed one year ; and 

(b ) in the case of any other mineral, exceed two years . 

( 2 ) A prospecting licence may be renewed for cne or more 
periods each not exceeding the period for which the prospecting 
licence was originally granted if the State Government is satis 
fied that a longer period is required to enable the licensee to 
complete prospecting operations : 

Provided that no prospecting licence granted in respect of 
a mineral specified in the First Schedule shall be renewed ex 
cept with the previous approval of the CentralGovernment. 

8. Periods for which mining leases may be granted or 
renewed .- ( 1) The period for which a mining lease may be 
granted shall not 

( a ) in the case of coal, iron ore or bauxite, exceed thirty 

( b ) in the case of any other mineral, exceed twenty 
years . 
( 2 ) A mining lease may be renewed 

( a ) in the case of coal, iron ore or bauxite , for one 
period not exceeding thirty years ; and 

(b ) in the case of any other mineral, for one period not 
exceeding twenty years : 

Provided that no mining lease granted in respect of a 
mineral specified in the First Schedule shall be renewed except 
with the previous approval of the Central Government.

( 3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section 
( 2 ), if the Central Government is of opinion that in the inten 
ests of mineral development it is necessary so to do, it may, 
lease for a further period or periods not exceeding in each 
for reasons to be recorded, authorise the renewal of a mining 
case the period for which the mining lease was originally 
granted . 

9. Royalties in respect of mining leases.- ( 1) The holder of 
a mining lease granted before the commencement of this Act 
shall, notwithstanding anything contained in the instrument of 
lease or in any law in force at such commencement, pay royalty 
in respect of any mineral removed by him from the leased area 
after such commencement, at the rate for the time being 
specified in the Second Schedule in respect of that mineral. 

(2 ) The holder of a mining lease granted on or after the 
commencement of this Act shall pay royalty in respect of any 
mineral removed by him from the leased area at the rate for 
the time being specified in the Second Schedule in respect of 
that mineral 

(3) The Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, amend the Second Schedule so as to enhance 
or reduce the rate at which royalty shall be payable in respect 
of any mineral with effect from such date as may be specified 
in the notification : 

Provided that the Central Government shall not 

(a ) fix the rate of royalty in respect of any mineral so 
as to exceed twenty per cent of the sale price of the 
mineral at the pit s head , or 

(b ) enhance the rate of royalty in respect of any mineral 
more than once during any period of four years. 
Procedure for obtaining prospecting licences or mining leases 
in respect of land in which the minerals vest in the 

Government 
10. Application for prospecting licences or mining leases. 
(1) An application for a prospecting licence or a mining lease 
in respect of any land in which the minerals vest in the Govern 
ment shall be made to the State Government concerned in the 
prescribed form and shall be accompanied by the prescribed 
fee. 

(2) Where an application is received under sub -section 
(1), there shall be sent to the applicant an acknowledgment 
of its receipt within the prescribed time and in the prescribed 
form . 

(3) On receipt of an application under this section , the 
State Government may, having regard to the provisions of this 
Act and any rules made thereunder , grant or refuse to grant 
the licence or lease. 

11. Preferential right of certain persons.- (1 ) Where a 
prospecting licence has been granted in respect of any land, 
the licensee shall have a preferential right for obtaining a 
mining lease in respect of that land over any other person . 
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Provided that the State Government is satisfied that the 
licensee has not committed any breach of the terms and condi 
tions of the prospecting licence and is otherwise a fit person 
for being granted the mining lease. 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of sub- section (1 ), where two 
or more persons have applied for a prospecting licence or a 
mining lease in respect of the same land, the applicant whose 
application was received earlier shall have a preferential right 
for the grant of the licence or lease, as the case may be, over 
an applicant whose application was received later : 

Provided that where any such applications are received on 
the same day, the State Government, after taking into con 
sideration the matters specified in sub -section (3 ), may grant 
the prospecting licence or mining lease, as the case may be, 
to such one of the applicants as it may deem fit . 

( 3 ) The matters referred to in sub - section ( 2 ) are the 
following : 

(a ) any special knowledge of, or experience in , prospect 
ing operations or mining operations, as the case may be, 
possessed by the applicant ; 

(b ) the financial resources of the applicant ; 

(c) the nature and quality of the technical staff cm 
ployed or to be employed by the applicant; 

(a ) such other matters as may be prescribed . 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - section 
( 2 ) but subject to the provisions of sub-section (1 ) , the State 
Government may for any special reasons to be recorded and 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, grant 
a prospecting licence or a mining lease to an applicant whose 
application was received later in preference to an applicant 
whose application was received earlier. 

12. Registers of prospecting licences and mining leases. 
( 1 ) The State Government shall cause to be maintained in the 
prescribed form 

(a ) a register of applications for prospecting licences ; 
( b ) a register of prospecting licensees ; 
(c ) a register of applications for mining leases; and 

( d ) a register of mining lessees ; 
in each of which shall be entered such particulars as may be 
prescribed . 

( 2 ) Every such register shall be open to inspection by any 
person on payment of such fee as the State Government may 
fix . 
Rules for regulating the grant of prospecting licences and 

mining leases 
13. Power of Central Government to make rules in respect 
of minerals.- ( 1) The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette , make rules for regulating the grant of 
prospecting licences and mining leases in respect of minerals 
and for purposes connected therewith . 
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(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any 
of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the person by whom , and the manner in which , 
applications for prospecting licences or mining leases in 
respect of land in which the minerals vest in the Govern 
ment may be made and the fees to be paid therefor ; 

(b ) the time within which , and the form in which , 
acknowledgment of the receipt of any such application 
may be sent; 

(c ) the matters which may be considered where applica 
tions in respect of the same land are received on the same 
day ; 

(d ) the persons to whom certificates of approval may be 
granted , the form of such certificates and the fees payable 
for the grant, or renewal thereof; 

( e ) the authority by which prospecting licences or min 
ing leases in respect of land in which the minerals vest in 
the Government may be granted ; 

(f ) the procedure for obtaining a prospecting licence or 
a mining lease in respect of any land in which the minerals 
vest in a person other than the Government and the terms 
on which , and the conditions subject to which , such a 
licence or lease may be granted or renewed ; 

(g ) the terms on which , and the conditions subject to 
which , any other prospecting licence or mining lease may 
be granted or renewed ; 

( h ) the facilities to be afforded by holders of mining 
leases to persons deputed by the Government for the pur 
pose of undertaking research or training in matters relat 
ing to mining operations; 

( i) the fixing and collection of dead rent, fines , fees or 
other charges and the collection of royalties in respect of - 

(i) prospecting licences, 
(ii) mining leases, 
(iii) minerals mined , quarried , excavated or col 

lected : 
( j) the manner in which rights of third parties may be 
protected (whether by payment of compensation or other 
wise) in cases where any such party may be prejudicially 
affected by reason of any prospecting or mining opera 
tions; 

( k ) the grouping of associated minerals for the purposes 
of section 6 ; 

(1) the manner in which , and the conditions subject to 
which , a prospecting licence or 

mining lease may be 
transferred ; 

( m ) the construction , maintenance and use of roads, 
power transmission lines, tramways, railways, aerial rope 
ways , pipelines and the making of passages for water for 
minimg purposes on any land comprised in a mining lease ; 

(n ) the form of registers to be maintained under this 
Act : 
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(0 ) the disposal or discharge of any tailings, slime or 
other waste products arising from any mining or metallur 
gical operations carried out in a mine ; 

(p ) the reports and statements to be submitted by 
holders of prospecting licences or owners of mines and the 
authority to which such reports and statements shall be 
submitted ; 

( g ) the period within which applications for revision of 
any order passed by a State Government or other authority 
in exercise of any power conferred by or under this Act, 
may be made and the manner in which such applications 
shall be disposed of ; and 

(r ) any other matter which is to be, or may be, pre 
scribed under this Act. 
14. Section 4 to 13 not to apply to minor minerals . - The 
provisions of sections 4 to 13 ( inclusive ) shall not apply to 

prospecting licences and mining leases in respect of minor 
minerals . 

15. Power of State Governments to make rules in respect of 
minor minerals .- ( 1) The State Government may , by notifi 
caţion in the Official Gazette , make rules for regulating the 
grant of prospecting licences and mining leases in respect of 
minor minerals and for purposes connected therewith . 

( 2 ) Until rules are made under sub - section (1 ) , any rules 
made by a State Government regulating the grant of prospect 
ing licences and mining leases in respect of minor minerals 
which are in force immediately before the commencement of 
this Act shall continue in force. 

16. Power to modify mining leases granted before 25th 
October, 1949.- ( 1 ) All mining leases granted before the 25th 
day of October, 1949, shall, as soon as may be after the com 
mencement of this Act, be brought into conformity with the 
provisions of this Act and the rules made under sections 13 
and 18 : 

Provided that if the Central Government is of opinion that 
in the interests of mineral development it is expedient so to 
do, it may, for reasons to be recorded , permit any person to 
hold one or more such mining leases covering in any one State 
a total area in excess of that specified in clause (b ) of section 
6 or for a period exceeding that specified in sub -section (1 ) of 
section 8 . 

( 2 ) The Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, make rules for the purpose of giving effect to 
the provisions of sub -section ( 1) and in particular such rules 
shall provide 

( a ) for giving previous notice of the modification or 
alteration proposed to be made in any existing mining lease 
to the lessee and where the lessor is not the Central 
Government , also to the lessor and for affording him an 
opportunity of showing cause against the proposal; 

( b ) for the payment of compensation to the lessee in 
respect of the reduction of any area covered by the exist 
ing mining lease ; and 


. 
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(c) for the principles on which , the manner in which , 
and the authority by which , the said compensation shall be 

determined . 
Special powers of Central Government to undertake prospecting 

or mining operations in certain cases 
17. Special powers of Central Government to undertake 
prospecting or mining operations in certain lands.- ( 1) The 
provisions of this section shall apply only in respect of land 
in which the minerals vest in the Government of a State.. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, the 
Central Government, after consultation with the State Govern 
ment, may undertake prospecting or mining operations in any 
area not already held under any prospecting licence or mining 
lease , and where it proposes to do so, it shall , by notification 
in the Official Gazette , - 

(a ) specify the boundaries of such area ; 

(b ) state whether prospecting or mining operations will 
be carried out in the area ; and 

(c ) specify the mineral or minerals in respect of which 
such operations will be carried out. 

( 3 ) Where, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section ( 2) , the Central Government undertakes prospecting or 
mining operations in any area , the Central Government shall be 
liable to pay prospecting fee , royalty , surface rent or dead 
rent, as the case may be, at the same rate at which it would 
have been payable under this Act, if such prospecting or mining 
operations had been undertaken by a private person under a 
prospecting licence or mining lease . 

( 4 ) The Central Government, with a view to enabling it 
to exercise the powers conferred on it by sub -section (2 ) may , 
after consultation with the State Government, by notification in 
the official Gazette, declare that no prospecting licence or mining 
lease shall be granted in respect of any land specified in the 
notification . 

Development of minerals 
18. Mineral Development.- ( 1) It shall be the duty of the 
Central Government to take all such steps as may be necessary 
for the conservation and development of minerals in India , and 
for that purpose the Central Government may , by notification 
in the Official Gazette, make such rules as it thinks fit. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any 
of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the opening of new mines and the regulation of 
mining operations in any area ; 

( b ) the regulation of the excavation or collection of 
minerals from any mine ; 

(c ) the measures to be taken by owners of mines for 
the purpose of beneficiation of ores, including the provi 
sion of suitable contrivances for such purpose ; 

( d ) the development of mineral resources in any area ; 
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( e ) the notification of all new borings and shaft sink 
ings and the preservation of bore-hole records, and speci 
mens of cores of all new bore-holes ; 

(f ) the regulation of the arrangements for the storage 
of minerals and the stocks thereof that may be kept by 
any person ; 

(g ) the submission of samples of minerals from any 
mine by the owner thereof and the manner in which and 
the authority to which such samples shall be submitted ; 
and the taking of samples of any minerals from any mine 
by the State Government or any other authority specified 
by it in that behalf ; and 

(h ) the submission by owners of mines of such special 
or periodical returns and reports as may be specified , and 
the form in which and the authority to which such returns 
and reports shall be submitted . 

( 3 ) All rules made under this section shall be binding on 
the Government. 

Miscellaneous 
19. Prospecting licences and mining leases to be void if in 
contravention of Act. - Any prospecting licence or mining lease 
granted , renewed or acquired in contravention of the provi 
sions of this Act or any rules or orders made thereunder shall 
be void and of no effect. 

Explanation . - Where a person has acquired more than one 
prospecting licence or mining lease in any State and the aggre 
gate area covered by such licences or leases, as the case may be, 
exceeds the maximum area permissible under section 6 , only 
the prospecting licence or mining lease the acquisition of 
which has resulted in such maximum area being exceeded shall 
be deemed to be void . 

20. Act and rules to apply to all renewals of prospecting 
licences and mining leases. The provisions of this Act and the 
rules made thereunder shall apply in relation to the renewal 
after the commencement of this Act of any prospecting licence 
or mining lease granted before such commencement as they 
apply in relation to the renewal of a prospecting licence or 
mining lease granted after such commencement. 

21. Penalties.- ( 1 ) Whoever contravenes the provisions of 
sub-section ( 1) of section 4 shall be punishable with imprison 
ment which may extend to six months, or with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

(2 ) Any rule made under any provision of this Act may 
provide that any contravention thereof shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with 
both , and in the case of a continuing contravention , with an 
additional fine which may extend to one hundred rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for the first such contravention . 

22. Cognizance of offences. - No court shall take.cognizance 
of any offence punishable und r this Act or any rules made 
G. 2157. 
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thereunder except upon complaint in writing made by a person 
authorised in this behalf by the Central Government or the 
State Government. 

23. Offences by companies.— ( 1 ) If the person committing 
an offence under this Act or any rules made thereunder is a 
company, every person who at the time the offence was com 
mitted was in charge of, and was responsible to the company 
for the conduct of the business of the company , shall be deemed 
to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall 
render any such person liable to any punishment, if he proves 
that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that 
he exercised all due diligence to prevent the commission of 
such offence. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
( 1 ) , where an offence under this Act has been committed with 
the consent or connivance of any director, manager , secretary 
or other officer of the company , such director , manager , secre 
tary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accord 
ingly . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this section 

(a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes 
firm or other association of individuals ; 

( b ) " director" in relation to a firm means a partner in 
the firm . 
24. Power of entry and inspection .-- ( 1) For the purnose 
of ascertaining the position of the working, actual or pro ?, éc 
tive, of any mine or abandoned mine or for any other purpose 
connected with this Act or the rules made thereunder , any 
person authorised by the Central Government in this behalf , 
by general or special order, may 

(a ) enter and inspect any mine; 
(b ) survey and take measurements in any such mine : 

(c ) weigh , measure or take measurements of the stocks 
of minerals lying at any mine ; 

( d ) examine any document, book , register, or record in 
the possession or power of any person having the control 
of , or connected with , any mine and place marks of identifi 
cation thereon , and take extracts from or make copies of 
such document, book , register or record ; 

( e) order the production of any such document, book , 
register , record , as is referred to in clause (d ) ; and 

(f ) examine any person having the control of , or con 
nected with , any mine ; 

( 2) Every person authorised by the Central Government 
under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be deemed to be a public servant 
within the meaning of section 21 of the Judian Penal Code, (45 

1860 ) and every person to whom an order or sunmons is 
issued by virtue of the powers conferred by clause (c ) or clause 
( 1) of that sub -section shall be legally bound to comply with 
such order or summons, as the case may be. 
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25. Recovery of certain sums a : arreary of land revenue, 
Any rent, royalty, tax , fee or other sum due to the Govern . 
ment under this Act or the rules made thereunder or under 
the terms and conditions of any prospecting licence or mining 
lease may , on a certificate of such officer as may be specifica 
by the State Government in this behalf by general or special 
order , be recovered in the same manner as an arreur of land 
revenue. 

26. Delegation of powers .- ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, direct that any 
power exercisable by it under this Act may, in relation to such 
matters and subject to such conditions, if any, as may be 
specified in the notification be exercisable also by 

( a ) such officer or authority subordinate to the Central 
Government ; or 

( b ) such State Government or such officer or authority 

subordinate to a State Government; 
as may be specified in the notification . 

( 2 ) The State Government may, notification in the 
Official Gazette , direct that any power exercisable by it under 
this Act may, in relation to such matters and subject to such 
conditions, if any, as may be specified in the notification , be 
exercisable also by such officer or authority subordinate to the 
State Government as may be specified in the notification . 

( 3 ) Any rules made by the Central Government under 
this Act may confer powers and impose duties or authorise 
the conferring of powers and imposition of duties upon any 
State Government or any officer or authority subordinate 
thereto . 

27. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit, 
prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against any 
person for anything which is in good faith done or intended 
to be done under this Act. 

28. Rules and notifications to be laid before Parliament and 
certain rules to be approved by Parlian :ent.- ( 1) All rules 
made and notifications issued by the Central Government under 
this Act shall be laid for not less than thirty days before each 
House of Parliament as soon as may be after they are made 
or issued and shall be subject to such modifications as Parlia 
ment may make during the session in which they are so laid 
or the session immediately following. 

( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the rule -making 
power vested in the Central Government, no rules made with 
reference to clause ( c ) of sub -section ( 2 ) of section 16 shall 
come into force until they have been approved , whether with 
or without modifications, by each House of Parliament. 

29. Existing rules to continue.---All rules made or purport 
ing to have been made under the Mines and Minerals (Regula 
tion and Development) Act, 1948 (53 of 1948 ) , shall, in so far 
as they relate to matters for which provision is made in this 
Act and are not inconsistent therewith , be deemed to have 
been made under this Act as if this Act had been in force on 
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the date now which such rules were made and shall continue in 
force unless and until they are superseded by any rules made 
under this Act. 

30. Power of revision of Central Government. The Central 
Government may, of its own motion or on application made 
within the prescribed time by an aggrieved party, revise any 
order made by a State Government or other authority in exer 
cise of the powers conferred on it by or under this Act. 

31. Relaxation of rules in special cases . — The Central 
Government may, if it is of opinion that in the interests of 
mineral development it is necessary so to do , by order in writ 
ing and for reasons to be recorded , authorise in any case the 
grant, renewal or transfer of any prospecting licence or mining 
lease, or the working of any mine for the purpose of searching 
for or winning any mineral, on terms and conditions different 
from those laid down in the rules made under section 13. 

32. Amendments to Act 53 of 1948. — The Mines and 
Minerals (Regulation and Development) Act, 1948 , shall be 
amended in the manner specified in the Third Schedule . 

33. Validation of certain acts and indemnity . - All acts of 
executive authority done, proceedings taken and sentences 
passed under the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and Develop 
ment ) Act, 1948, (53 of 1948 ) with respect to the regulation 
of mines and the development of minerals during the period 
commencing on the 26th day of January, 1950, and ending 
with the date of commencement of this Act by the Government 
or by any officer of the Government or by any other authority , 
in the belief or purported belief that the acts, proceedings or 
sentences were being done, taken or passed under the said 
Act, shall be as valid and operative as if they had been done, 
taken or passed in accordance with law , and no suit or other 
legal proceeding shall be maintained or continued against any 
person whatsoever, on the ground that any such acts , proceed 
ings or sentences were not done, taken cr passed in accordance 
with law .

ANNEXURE 
Delegation of Powers to the Officers of Publie 

Health Engineering Department 
A. CHIEF ENGINEER 

SECTION I 
The Chief Engineer shall be competent ; 

1. to make appointments on the sanctioned non - gazetted 
establishment, of the Public Health Engineering Department 
including supervisors whether permanent or temporary subject 
to the Public Service Commission Rules and P.S.R. (Consulta 
tion ) and to make provisional appointments for a period not 
exceeding 3 months; 

2. to make appointments in the Work Establishment upto 
the scale of Rs. 80-100 for a period of 3 months provided there 
is provision in the budget and provided the conditions and 
restrictions enumerated in the P.W.D. Code Chapter 8 Article 
14 are observed ; 

3. to dismiss , degrade , suspend, discharge, retire under 
rules or to accept the resignation of any officer whom he is 
competent to appoint subject to the procedure laid down by 
Government in the matter of disciplinary action against Govern 
ment servants while inflicting any of the punishments ; 

4. to fine all officers under him other than gazetted 
officers upto a maximum of Rs. 10 at a time. No appeal shall 
lie against the order of fine passed by the Chief Engineer. The 
power to fine will be subject to Rule 10 of the Kerala Civil 
Services (classification , control and appeal) Rules, 1957; 

5. to promote or fill up vacancies in all gazetted cadres 
upto and including Assistant Engineers from a list previously 
approved by Government , and to effect all transfers of gazetted 
officers upto and including Assistant Engineers with immediate 
intimation to Government in both cases ; 

6. to sanction leave of all kinds under the rules exceptiny 
study leave under App . II T.S.R. and under Article 139 C.S.R. 
and special disability leave under Articles 209A , T.S.R. and 
139 -C , C.S.R., to all non -gazetted officers and gazetted officers 
upto and including Assistant Engineers with immediate intima 
tion to Government in the case of gazetted officers ; 

7. to post any non -gazetted officer or gazetted officer upto 
and including the rank of Assistant Engineers for any special 
duty for definite periods when exigencies of service necessitate 
such postings provided the total strength of the particular 
cadre is not thereby exceeded and no allowance is payable on 
account of the special duty . The postings in the gazetted 
cadre should be intimated to Government simultaneously ; 

8. to sanction advertisement charges upto Rs. 250 in each 
case ; 

9. to arrange for the taking of photographs through 
private agencies upto a limit of Rs. 100 in each case ; 
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10. to sanction payments of godown rent and demurrage 
charges upto a maximum of Rs. 100 in each case, provided 
such charges are not incurred due to the negligence on the 
part of any officer ; 

11. to hire buildings to accommodate Government offices, 
for other Government purposes up to a maximum rent of 
Rs. 100 p . m . in each case ; 

12. to sanction the disconnection or shifting of telephones ; 

13. to sanction payments of workmen s compensation under 
the Act to the heirs or dependents of the deceased or disabled 
workmen as fixed by the Commissioner for workmen s com 
pensation subject to observation of prescribed rules ; 

14.. to sanction purchase or repair of office furniture upto 
Rs. 2,500 at a time provided there is provision in the budget. 
The purchase of furniture will be subject to the conditions in 
item46 , App. 14; Travancore Financial and Account Code 
(Vol. II ) . The limit of Rs. 2,500 for each estimate is made 
applicable to the purchase of articles of furniture of the same 
kind at a time whether for one or several officers ; 

15 . to issue orders for the disposal of all unserviceable or 
surplus stores, tools and plant office furniture , materials at site 
of works, dismantled materials, etc., the book value of which 
does not exceed Rs. 15,000 ; 

16. to sanction write off of stores to the book value of 
Rs. 500 on account of deficiency , depreciation or other causes. 
The exercise of the powers will be subject to the provisions in 
Articles 173 and 476 , Financial and Account Code, Vol. I ; 

17. to make appointments of menials charged to office 
contingencies in sanctioned posts ; 

18. to countersign the T. A. Bills of his subordinates. 
The Chief Engineer shall fix the Head quarters of all officers 
lower than Division Officers as he thinks best ; 

19. The powers of reappropriation from one major work to 
another given to the Chief Engineer under para 80 ( 3 ) ( iii ) of 
the Travancore- Cochin Budget Manual which now stands 
limited to Rs. 5,000 is enhanced to Rs. 25,000 . 

SECTION II — WORKS 

Technical sanction 
20. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer to accord 
technical sanction to detailed estimates irrespective of the 
amount of the estimate provided that the previous administra 
tive approval for such works have been accorded by the 
Government or the authority to whom the power has been 
delegated . 


Note. - An application for administrative approval should be 
submitted by the departments requiring the work to 

and should invari. 
the authority competent to accord 
ably be accompanied by a preliminary report, by an 
appropriate estimate and by such preliminary plans, 
information as to site and other details as may be 
necessary fully to elucidate the proposals and the 
reasons therefor. The approximate estimate and the 
preliminary plans should be obtained from the Public 
Health Engineering Department except in case in 
which the Department itself has a qualified P. W. 
Officer attached to it, the detailed estimate should on 
no account exceed the amount specified in the admini 
strative approval without the previous sanction of 
the authority which originally accorded such approval 
except when the excess is only ten ( 10 ) per cent or 

below . 
21. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer to delegate 
the power to the Division Officer to sanction all estimate for 
maintenance and annual repairs to buildings, and all other works 
in his charge by distributing the allotment as per actual require 
ments to the various classes of buildings, etc., as per the actual 
requirements of the year provided that the estimate under 
each head , viz ., buildings or other works shall not exceed the 
budget allotment for maintenance under this head , i.e., the 
Divisional Officer shall not be competent to divert the mainten 
ance allotment from one head to the other but is competent to 
distribute the grant for buildings or other works. This is 
subject to the condition that no new building or any other work 
shall- be taken for maintenance without Government sanction . 

22. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer , 
to accord administrative approval to the works upto the follow 
ing limits . 

23. All works the cost of which does not exceed Rs. one 
lakh for which specific provision has been made in the budget . 

24. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer to deal 
finally with all excesses of not more than fifteen per cent of the 
amounts of original estimates technical sanction to which has 
been given by Government and original or revised estimates 
sanctioned by himself. The Chief Engineer can accept rates 
for individual items in a tender subject to a limit of 20 per cent 
in excess of scheduled rates provided the total excess is within 
his powers of acceptance . The Chief Engineer may also pass 
excess expenditure within a limit of Rs. 1,000 on each estimate 
irrespective of the amount of the sanctioned estimates. 
Note . - The above power to deal with excesses up to fifteen per 

cent applies both to administrative approval and 
technical sanctions . 

Alteration and Designs 
25. It shall be cornpetent to the Chief Engineer to concio 
the necessary alterations in the constructional details of works 
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during their execution provided such alterations do not cause 
an increase of charges beyond the limit of his power to deal 
finally with excess over estimates . 

26. It shall be competent to the Chicf Engincer to sanction 
in case of emergency , the commencement of any original works 
or of any special or periodical repairs and incur expenditure 
upto any reasonable and necessary amount reporting the fact 
forthwith to Government where the estimated cost exceeds the 
limit of his power to accord administrative approval and taking 
all steps necessary to regularise the expendicure . 

27. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer to suspend 
the commencement and or progress of any original v.orks, the 
administrative approval of which has been accorded by Govern 
ment and report the fact forthwith to Government for orders . 

28. No officer of the Department is competent to alter or 
change the design of any work or works once approved by the 
Chief Engineer . Where such alteration is considered necessary 
the officer concerned should report sending detailed proposals 
and await the approval of the Chief Engineer who alone is 
competent to sanction change of design .. 

29. It shall be competent to the Chief Engineer to accept 
tenders and enter into contracts with a contractor for works 
and materials chargeable to works on an estimate and subject 
to the store rules as far as they are applicable within the 
amount of the sanctioned estimate. 

SECTION III – STORES 

Purchase , manufacture and repairs 
30. The Chief Engineer shall be competent to sanction : 
(i) purchase of tools and plant (excluding live stock and 

office furniture ) up to Rs. 2,500 in each estimate 
provided there is budget provision for the same. 
The Chief Engineer will have power to purchase 
materials to the extent of Rs. 25,000 at a time 
according to Store Rules subject to the condition 
that he certifies, in the vouchers that the mate 
rials are urgently required and that he cannot 
afford to wait for the purchase being arranged 
through Store Purchase Committee. This power 
should be exercised only sparingly and in un 

avoidably urgent cases . 
(ii) The purchase or manufacture of stock articles up to 

Rs . 25,000 provided the sanctioned reserve limit 
of stock is not exceed and provided the conditions 
laid down in the stores rules, as far as they are 
applicable are observed . A certificate " the mate 
rials are urgently required and cannot afford to 
wait for the purchase being arranged through the 
Store Purchase Committoo" has to be furnished 
in the vouchers . 
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31. To sánction the write off of irrecoverable value of 
stores lost through fraud or negligence or other causes up to 
value of Rs. 100 subject to the condition that the loss does not 
disclose (a ) a defect in the system of rules, the amendments 
of which requires the orders of a higher authority and (b) 
serious negligence on the part of some individual officer or 
officers which might possibly call for disciplinary action 
requiring the order of higher authority . 
Note.- (i) A copy of every such order should be sent to the 

Comptroller with a note of the circumstances 
which occasioned or facilitated the loss ; (ii) 
Stores include stock , tools , and plant, office furni 
ture, materials — received from works, dismantled 
or undergoing repairs . 
SECTION IV ---MISCELLANEOUS 

1 . Advances 
32. The Chief Engineer shall be competent to (i) sanction 
secured advances to contractor up to Rs. 3,000 ; (ii) to sanction 
unsecured petty advances to labourers ; ( iii) to sanction un 
secured advances to maistries and Kanganies up to Rs. 1,000 . 

2. Books and Periodicals 
33. The Chief Engineer shall be competent to sanction the 
purchase of books and periodicals required for the use of his 
department within the budget limits . 

B. DEPUTY CHIEF ENGINEER 
1. The Deputy Chief Engineer will generally assist and 
be responsible to the Chief Engineer for the professional 
control and efficient management of the Department in accord 
ance with the policy laid down by Government. 

2. The Deputy Chief Engineer shall be competent to sign 
all letters addressed to other heads of Departments and Offices 
including the Comptroller, copies of sanction to estimates , 
reallotment and distribution statements. 

C. SUPERINTENDING ENGINEER 

Disciplinary powers 
1. It shall be competent to the Superintending Engineer 
(a ) to make any appointment on the sanctioned non - gazetted 
establishment of the circle whether permanent or temporary 
excluding Supervisors, the maximum pay of which does not 
exceed Rs. 150 p . m . and in the work establishment on a pay 
up to Rs. 75 p.m. for a period of 3 months, provided there is 
provision in the budget. 

( b ) to make appointments of menials in his office charged 
to contingencies in sanctioned posts. 

2. To sanction write off of stores to the book value of 
Rs. 300 on account of deficiency , depreciation , etc. 

3. To sanction advertisement charges upto Rs. 100 in 
each case . 
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4. The Superintending Engineer shall be competent to 
purchase and repair office furniture up to Rs. 500 for cach 
estimate. The purchase of furniture will be subject to the 
condition in item 46 , Appendix 14 , Travancore Financial and 
Account Code, Vol. II. The limit of Rs. 500 for each estimate 
is made applicable to the purchase of articles of furniture at 
a time whether for one or several offices . 

5. The Superintending Engineer shall not be competent 
to sanction any changes in the design once sanctioned without 
the written orders of the Chief Engineer in the matter. 

6. It shall be competent to the Superintending Engineer 
to suspend the commencement of progress of any original work , 
the administrative approval of which has been accorded by 
Government and report the fact to the Government through 
Chief Engineer. 

7. It shall be competent to the Superintending Engineer 
to accept tenders and enter into contracts with a contractor 
for works and materials chargeable to works on an estimate 
and subject to the store rules as far as they are applicable 
within the amount of the sanctioned estimate, the powers being 
restricted to contracts entered into the standard form and 
such excesses as he is competent to pass . The Superintending 
Engineer will be competent only to accept tenders in excess 
of the sanctioned estimates provided no individual rate for any 
item is in excess of the sanctioned estimate rate by fifteen per 
cent and the total estimate amount does not exceed his powers 
regarding the sanction of excess over estimates. 

STORES 
Purchase, Manufacture and Repair 
8. The Superintending Engineer shall be competent to 
sanction : 

( a ) Purchase of tools and plant (excluding live stock 
and office furniture ) up to Rs. 1,500 on each estimate provided 
there is budget provision for the same. 

(b ) The purchase or manufacture of stock articles up to 
Rs. 15,000 provided the conditions laid down in the store rules 
as far as they are applicable are observed . 

( c ) Purchase and repair of office furniture up to Rs. 500 
at a time. 

Live stock can be purchased only with the sanction of 
Government. 

Disposal 
9. The Superintending Engineer shall be competent: 

(a ) To issue orders for the disposal of all unserviceable 
or surplus stores to the book value of Rs. 5,000. 

( b ) To sanction the write off of irrecoverable value of 
stores lost through fraud or negligence or other causes up to 
the value of Rs. 100 subject to the condition that they do not 
disclose (a ) defect in the system of rules, the amendment of 
which require the order of a higher authority ; and (b ) serious 
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negligence on the part of some individual officer or officers 
which might possibly call for disciplinary action requiring the 
order of a higher authority . 
Notes.- (i) A copy of every such order should be sent to the 

Comptroller with a note of the circumstances 

which occasioned or facilitated the loss. 
( ii ) Stores include stock , tools and plant, office 

furniture, materials at site of work and materials 
received from works dismantled or undergoing 
repairs. 

Disposal of Buildings 
10. It shall be competent to the Superintending Engineer 
to sanction the disposal of buildings, whose money value does 
not exceed Rs. 2,000. Such sanctions should be accorded only 
after reference to other department if the buildings are 
required by them for any Government purpose . A certificate 
to that effect should also be recorded while according sanction . 

Advance 
11. The Superintending Engineer shall be competent : 
( 1 ) to sanction secured advances to contractors up to Rs. 2,500 
( 2 ) to sanction unsecured petty advances to labourers, and ( 3 ) 
to sanction unsecured advances to maistries up to Rs. 1,000. 

Power of re -appropriation 
12. (a ) The Superintending Engineer may within the 
funds allotted to him appropriate funds from one work to 
another subject to the following conditions: 

(i) That the total of the amount proposed to be re 
appropriated from or to a single major work does not exceed 
Rs. 10,000 . 

( ii ) That in the case original to be verified the head of 
the Department concerned is informed of the fact explaining 
why it was not possible to spend the appropriation on the work 
in question . 

(iii) That no reappropriation is made to a new major 
work or to a new minor work costing over Rs. 2,500 not pro 
vided for in the budget. 

(iv ) That the reappropriations are confined to works 
under the same minor head or department. 

(v ) That the reappropriation does not involve a transfer 
of funds to a work or project which does not receive the requi 
site administrative approval and technical sanction under the 
rules in the code or does not involve an appropriation of funds 
in excess of the amount of the estimate if technical sanction 
has been accorded . 

(vi) That the reappropriation has not the effect of 
increasing the appropriation under a unit which has been 
reduced by a higher authority ; and 
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( vii) That the reappropriation has not the effect of 
increasing the total budget provision for minor works under 
a minor or departmental head under " Civil Works " (b ) 
" Repairs" and " Tools and Plant" . 
Note. — Lump sum will be allocated by the Chief Engineer for 

each circle and the primary units under these heads. 
(b ) The Superintending Engineer should redistribute the 
amounts under each primary unit among the several divisions 
under him . 


Establishments 
( c ) NO 

powers except under the heads " Non -recurring 
contingencies " and " Supplies and Services" . The exercise of 
the powers is subject to the condition that the reappropriation 
does not involve the undertaking of a recurring liability . 

(d ) The Superintending Engineer may reappropriate 
funds within the same minor head provided that: 

(i) The reappropriation does not involve a transfer of 
funds from one project or system to another, 

(ii) That no reappropriation of funds is made for the 
execution of any new work not provided for in the budget for 
the year . 

( iii) The reappropriation does not involve a transfer of 
funds to a work or Project which has not received the requisite 
administrative approval and technical sanction under the rules 
in the code or does not involve an appropriation of funds in 
excess of the amount of the estimate, if technical sanction has 
been accorded , and 

(iv ) The reappropriation has not the effect of increasing 
the appropriation under a unit, which has been reduced by a 
higher authority . 

Other revenue expenditure financed from ordinary revenue. 

The Superintending Engineer may sanction reappropria 
tion of funds provided (i) that no reappropriation is sanctioned 
from cne minor head to another, (ii ) that the reappropriation 
does not involve expenditure on new major works not provided 
for in the budget (iii) the reappropriation does not involve a 
transfer of funds to a work or project which has not rrceived 
the requisite administrative approval and technical sanction 
under the rules in the code or does not involve an appropriation 
of funds in excess of the amount of the estimate, if technical 
sanction has been accorded. 

Copies of all orders of reappropriation sanctioned by 
Superintending Engineer should be forwarded to the Finance 
Department through the Chief Engineer and Comptroller. 
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D. DIVISION OFFICERS 

(Including Public Health Engineer ) 
1. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to make any 
appointment on the sanctioned non -gazetted establishment of 
the Division , whether permanent or temporary, excluding Super 
visors, the maximum pay of which does not exceed Rs. 120 p.m. 
subject to Public Service Regulations Rules and Public Service 
(Consultation ) Regulation and to make any appointment to 
work charged establishment on a pay up to Rs. 50 p.m. for a 
period of 3 months provided there is provision in the Budget. 

2. To make appointments of menials charged to office con 
tingencies in sanctioned posts. 

3. To fine all officers under him other than Gazetted 
Officers up to a maximum of Rs . 5 at a time and no appeal shall 
lie on the order of fine passed by the Executive Engineer. 

4. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to dismiss , 
degrade, suspend , retire under rules, discharge or accept the 
resignation of any officer whom he is competent to appoint. In 
very serious cases of fraud the Division Officer may exercise 
the power to suspend the Section Officer provided however 
that all such cases are reported immediately to the Chief 
Engineer for ratification . 

5. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to grant any 
kind of leave except study leave and special disability leave to 
any officer whom he is competent to appoint, to Sub Overseers 
and to all members of his office establishment except the Divi 
sion Office Manager and casual leave to all officers under him . 

6. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to transfer 
within his own Division all subordinates whom he is competent 
to appoint as also Supervisors, Overseers , Sub Overseers and 
Assistant Draftsman . 

7. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to counter 
sign the T. A. bills of Sub Division Officers. 

8. The Executive Engineer shall not carry out during 
execution any change in design once sanctioned , without the 
written orders of Chief Engineer in the matter . 

9. The Division Officers are not to sanction trifling altera 
tions in the plans or sketches on the ground that only trifling 
alterations are being made. 

10. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to sanction 
all subsidiary works and operations connected with large 
projects, the cost of which is covered by lump sum prcvision in 
the estimate for the Project to the extent of Rs. 2000 for each 
work and to divert the provision for contingencies in the sanc 
tioned estimates to any new item of work not provided for in 
the estimate to the extent of Rs. 2000 for each item . 

11. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to sanction 
in case of emergency the commencement of any special repair 
or improvement and incur any expenditure up to any reason 
able and necessary amount, reporting the fact forthwith to the 


Chief Engineer where the estimated cost exceeds the limit of 
his power to accord administrative approval and taking all 
steps necessary to regularise the expenditure incurred on such 
works . 

12. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to sanction all 
estimates for maintenance and annual repairs to existing 
buildings and other works in his charge irrespective of the 
amount of such estimates , provided : 
(a ) Such estimates are for the actual requirements of the 

year. 
(b ) Funds therefor are provided in the sanctioned budget. 
( c ) The amount allotted for the purpose are excerded 

only at the risk of the officers concerned and 
(d ) No original work shall be executed under the same 

maintenance. 
Note : When any building, or other work is brought for the 

first time under maintenance , the maintenance grant 
for it shall be fixed with the previous sanction of the 
Government or the authority to whom the power has 
been delegated . Subsequent additions to the main 
tenance grant shall also require the sanction of 

Government or other competent authority . 
13. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to deal with 
all excesses of not more than five per cent of the amounts of 
original estimates sanctioned by himself or the Superintending 
Engineer or the Chief Engineer or the Government provided 
that the total amount of such excesses is within the limit of 
his power to sanction estimates technically. 
Note : The above power to deal with excesses up to 5 rer cent 

will apply to excesses incurred on actual execution 
over both administrative approval and technical sanc 
tion but does not extend to according technical sanc 
tion in excess of administrative approval on prepara 
tion of detailed estimates in which case revised 
administrative approval should be obtained from 
competent authority unless the latter is within the 
power of the Division Officer. The competent autho 
rity is the Chief Engineer when the detailed estimate 

does not exceed 10 % of administrative approval. 
14. It shall be competent to a Division Officer to accept and 
to enter into contracts for sanctioned works with a contractor 
for works and materials chargeable to work on an estimate 
and subject to the stores rules, as far as they are applicable 
to a limit of Rs. 25,000 in each case. If the lowest tender is 
not accepted , the reasons must be clearly recorded in the order. 

15 . The Division Officer will be competent to accept tendered 
rates in excess of sanctioned estimate rates provided no indi 
vidual rate for any item is in excess of sanctioned estimate 
rate for that item by more than 10 % and the total estimate 
amount is not exceeded beyond the powers of the Division 
Officer to sanction excess over estimates. 
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16. A Division Officer shall be competent 

( 1 ) To sanction the purchase of and repairs of tools and 
plant (including office furniture ) to the extent of Rs. 500 for 
each estimate provided there is budget provision for the scheme. 

(2) To sanction the sale of surplus articles at site of any 
work at their full value up to a book value of Rs. 200 . 

( 3) To sanction the disposal of all unserviceable stores to 
the book value of Rs. 200 . 
Note : In all other cases of purchase of and repairs to tools 

and Plant including office furniture and disposal of 
unserviceable stores, the sanction of the competent 

authority shall be required . 
17. A Division Officer shall be competent to sanction 
advances up to Rs. 500 to labourers taking the necessary pre 
caution to secure the Government against loss . 

18. A Division Officer shall be competent to sanction re 
appropriation of funds under the major head within the same 
service and Departmental heads upto a limit of Rs. 5,000 for 
any one work . 

19. The Division Officers shall submit the Chief Engineer 
within the 10th of each month statements in the prescribed 
form showing 

( a ) appointments made ; (b ) punishments inflicted ; (c ) 
granted ; (d ) transfers effected ; (e ) estimates sanctioned ; 
( f) contracts given ; ( g ) advance made ; (h ) stores purchased ; 
(i) survey reports sanctioned ; (j) re -appropriations of budget 
allotments sanctioned ( k ) administrative approval of works 
given during the preceding months. 

Besides the above Division Officers will have to submit 
other returns when called for. 

20. The Division Officers shall also furnish the account 
officer with copies of statements (e ) ( f) (g ) (h ) ( j) and ( k ) 
by the fifteenth of each month . 

E. SUB DIVISION OFTICERS 
1. It shall be cornpetent to a Sub Division Officer 

(i) To make appointments to sanctioned posts in the Sub 
Division whether permanent or temporary or in the work 
establishment the pay or maximun pay of which does not 
exceed Rs. 35 p.m. 

(ii) To fine all his subordinates except Supervisors and 
Overseers up to a limit of Rs. 2. No appeal shall lie against an 
order of fine passed by a Sub Division Oficer. 

(iii) To grant all kinds of leave except study leave and 
special disability leave to all persons whom he is competent to 
appoint privilege leave to all his subordinates other than 
Supervisors and Overseers and casual leave to all Officers 
under him . 

2. It shall be competent to a Sub Division Officer to enter 
into all agreements not exceeding Rs. 2,000 and pass final bills 
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relating to such agreements subject to the following conditions, 
provided administrative sanction ani budget provisions are 
available : 

( i) The rates and items shall not exceed the rates and 
items included in the sanctioned estimate for original works. 

(ii) The rates for items under maintenance works shall 
not exceed those provided in the Sanctioned antenance 
estimate for the year or for the previous yea : or saiar rates 
and items approved in agreement card by the Division 
Officer in the case of maintenance rt sanctoned for the year 
or the maintenance schedule of ra.carroved by the Division 
Officer for the year. 

(iii) Lump sum items not excreding Rs. 5 in any single 
case shall not be provided in such a grcement. The total of 
any lump sum itenis also not cxceed Hs. 50 or 20 per cent of 
the total amount of contract. 

(iv ) The Sub Division Officers are empowered to pass part 
bills on agreements executed by Division Officers up to a limit 
of Rs. 2,000 at a time provided the bills have been certified and 
check -measured by the Sub Division Officer beiore payment. 

3. It shall be competent to a Sub Division Officer to issue 
orders regarding the disposal of the unserviceable articles the 
book value of which does not exceed Rs. 50 . 

4. It shall be competent to a Sub Division Officer to accord 
technical sanction to estimates upto Rs. 3,000. 

5. The Sub Division Officers must submit to the Division 
Officers concerned by the fifth of each month statements in 
the prescribed forms showing 

( a ) appointments made; (b ) fines inflicted ; (c ) leave 
granted ; (d ) contracts given ; ( d ) Surey reports sanctioned 
during the preceding months. 

GENERAL 
1. In making appointments it shall be the duty of an Officer 
concerned to comply with the orders issued from time to time 
by Government laying down the qualifications ctc., for cach 
appointment. 

2 . Before an officer is dismissed, degraded , suspended or 
discharged from service, the written explanation shall be 
obtained , it being however competent to the Chief Engineer , 
Superintending Engineer and Division Officer to suspend the 
officer concerned pending submission by him of his explanation . 
The final order passed dismissing, degrading, suspending or 
discharging an officer shall state firstly the charges against him , 
secondly the evidence in support of such charges, thirdly the 
findings on each charge and the latter shall be furnished with 
a copy of the order imposing the punishment. It shall be 
competent to the officer punished to submit an appeal to the 

preferred within 60 
proper authority provided the appeal 
days on receipt of the order appealed against and provided also 
that no second appeal lies from an order confirming revising or 
modifying an original order . 


3. The Chief Engineer shall be competent to veto any 
appointment made by a Superintending Engineer, Division 
Officer or Sub Division Officer should he for sufficient reasons 
consider it necessary or desirable to do so. 

4. The Chief Engineer shall submit to Government before 
the end of the first month of each quarter of the Calendar year 
statements in the prescribed form showing 

I. Estimates sanctioned . 
II. Administrative approval of works given . 

III. Contracts given during the preceding year . 
5. In all cases necessitating enhancement of rates over the 
sanctioned schedule of rates the Chief Engineer, the Superin 
tending Engineer or the Executive Engineer , as the case may 
be, should certify that these rates are the lowest prevailing in 
the locality and labour and materials cannot be obtained at 
lower rates.

Soil Conservation Scheme for nearly 572 acres of the Kakkad 

Valley Food Production Area at Seethathode , 
Vadaserikara Pakuthy , Pathanamthitta 

Taluk , Quilon District 
D3-38158 

Dated , Trivandrum , 16th Jac 1958 
This scheme forms part of the Soil Conservation activities 
proposed for the Quilon District of Kerala State during 
1957-58 under the Second Five Year Plan. This will be parti 
ally financed as loans and grants by the Central Soil Conserva 
tion Board . 

OBJECTS OF THE SCHEME 
1. Prevention of Soil erosion in nearly 570 acres 

of 
cultivated uplands. 
2. Introduction of contour cultivation and contour tilling. 
3. Partial solution for unemployment. 
4. To provide waterways protected for surplus l un offs . 

DESCRIPTION 
This area originally under evergreen deciduous forests, 
denuded of their tree growths for cultivation of food crops 
under the Grow More Food Campaign, has now been perma 
nently excluded from the forests for being leased out to 
cultivators. The area included in the Scheme has an undulat 
ing topography with more than about 70 per cent falling above 
the thirty per cent slope range. The soils are of lateritic origin 
and a major portion of the fertile top soils have already 
been washed away. Tapioca , plantains and hill paddy are the 
crops grown in the area . The average annual rainfall is about 
120 inches, with heavy intensities during both the monsoon 
seasons. 

BOUNDARIES AND APPROXIMATE AREA 
The area has well defined boundaries. On the east the 
Seethathode forms a natural boundary . The Kakkad river a 
tributory of the Pampa flows along the northern margin . The 
area extends up to the Chittar estate on the west. The reserve 
forests form southern boundary . The entire area of 572 
acres included in the scheme is under occupation . 

PERSONS AFFECTED BY THE SCHEME 
A list of the owners of the lands included in the Scheme 
showing the nature and extent of each holding , quantity and 
cost of works to be executed is appended . 
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NATURE OF WORKS PROPOSED 
Contour bunds at 10 feet vertical drops on lands below 30 
per cent slope and at 15 feet drop on lands above 30 per cent 
slope, with jungle stone packing are proposed . These bunds 
will be 3 feet high with one foot below ground level. Diversion 
waterways at the boundary of reserve forests is also proposed 
to lead the surplus run offs. Cultivation of tapioca along the 
contours will also be insisted . 


AGENCY OF WORKS 
The works are proposed to be executed by the land owners 
under the technical control and supervision of the Soil Con 
servation staff posted in the area . 


FINANCE 


The total estimated cost of the scheme is Rs. 1,17,300 . 
But the average expenditure has been limited to Rs. 120 per 
acre and the total cost of the scheme is therefore limited to 
Rs. 68,640 . The funds required have been provided in the State 
Budget for the current year . Seventy-fiive per cent of the 
actual expenditure will be treated as loans repayable in fifteen 
equated annual instalments with 442 per cent interest to 
Government of India and the remaining one-fourth will be 
treated as subsidy, to be shared equally by the Centre and 
State .
